Two-bushel Quota Expected 

The Canadian Wheat Board an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that a general 
quota of two bushels per culti¬ 
vated acre will go into effect at 
individual stations as space be¬ 
comes available above that need¬ 
ed for the initial 300-bushel quota. 

A special 1000-bushel quota on 
oats has also been reinstated in 
addition to the initial delivery 
quota, as enough oats had not been 
delivered lo meet the Board’s im¬ 
mediate market needs. 

The 1953-51 barley pool will be 
closed out immediately, according 
to an announcement made Wed- 
n» sday. with t h^ final payment 
averaging 9.7 cent* a bushel. On 
barley deliveries, farmers have al¬ 
ready received 96 cents a bushel, 
basis No. 3 cw six-row barley, de¬ 
livered to the Lakehead or west 
coast. This makes a total of about 
$1.06 a bushel, less freight charges 
for barley delivered in the past 
crop year. 

The 1953-54 oats pool will also 
be closed out immediately, but no 
announcement regard! ng the 
amount of the final payment has 
been made.

Enforcing Hunting Regulations 

Reports in other weekly papers of the province 
indicate that certain regulations of the Migratory 
Game Laws are being very strictly enforced this year, 
with many hunters being heavily fined, as well as los¬ 
ing their guns for a year. 

Failure to purchase hunting licenses and the car¬ 
rying of loaded guns in cars are the two law infract¬ 
ions that ,^he game wardens are apparently' really 
cracking down on, and there have been quite a few 
cases of shooting game out of season. 

For the guidance of local nimrods, hem are a few 
of the regulations: 

IT IS UNLAWFUL 

—At any time to have a loaded shotgun or loaded 
rifle in any vehicle of any kind, or to discharge any 
such shotgun or rifle from any vehicle, or to shoot 
along or across any Main or Secondary Highway. 

—To hunt any Game Bird with a shotgun of any 
description which has not been permanently plugged 
to reduce the capacity of said gun to a maximum of 
three shells, in the magazine and chamber combined. 

—To use any rifle or firearm firing a single bullet 
or ball cartridge in the hunting of any Migratory 
Game Bird. 

—To hunt or trap over any enclosed lands that are 
posted with “No Shooting” signs, without having first 
obtained the consent of the owner or occupant thereof.

Who Is responible for Edu¬ 
cation in Alberta? Does the 
B.N-.A. Act require the Pro¬ 
vince to establish and finance 
schools? Many people firmly 
believe that such is the case. 
They are convinced that the 
Province is required to provide 
for the education of young 
people, and therefore should 
under-write the cost of such an 
undertaking. In effect, however 
the B.N.A. Act states that the 
federal government may not 
control education: its control 
must be left to the people of 
each province to exercise as 
they see fit.

Rdngneck season Do >’ ou have some home canning 
this short article problems. Who doesn’t! I’m sure 
all of us at sometime or other have 
wondered why the canned rasp¬ 
berries were faded or why the 
corn turned brown. BeltRL are list¬ 
ed some causes of home canning 
problems. 

L Floating fruit—is probably 
both over-cooked and too ripe. Try 
using a lighter sirup and just ripe 
fruit; allow sugar to stand on fruit 
before canning (particularly straw 
berries); precook firm fruits. 

2. Faded food—sometimes caus¬ 
ed by poor preparation, but of 
course some varieties lose . color 
more than others. Prevent injury 
to berries, causing escape of juice, 
and store in a cool dark place, 

3. Brown discoloration on can¬ 
ned fruit—this happens when air 
has not been removed from the 
fruit, either because too low a 
temperature was used or becai se 
of poor seal and faulty lids. Pie¬ 
cooking fruit according . to hot- 
pack water bath method will help 
prevent this. Use standard proces¬ 
sing time and be sure the jar is 
sealed. 

4. Browned corn—tis a result ot 
overcooking, canning corn at poo- 
stage of maturity or using too 
much corn and not enough watei 
in the jar. 

3. Botulism in vegetables—may 
or may not have any odor, or taste 
or other signs of spoilage. A good 
growth of mold, soft tekture and 
cloudy’ liquid may accompany bot¬ 
ulism. It is caused by a soil born 
organism destroyed only at higher 
than boiling temperature when 
canning. Botulism is fatal unless 
the 'product is boiled when remov 
ed from the container. You should 
use a tested pressure cooker for 
canning all non-acid vegetables. To 
be on the safe aide boil all home 
canned vegetables at a full rolling 
boil for a minimum of 10 minutes. 

6. White sediment in vegetables 
—white particles settling out in 
the bottom of containers is prob¬ 
ably due to hat-1 water usfd. 
White sediment on peas or beans., 
may be due to overmature vege¬ 
tables. Sometimes starch cooks out 
and gives the liquid a white ap¬ 
pearance. White sediment in tom¬ 
atoes indicates spoilage—it is caus¬ 
ed by using a poor product and by 
core* present

Calves of mixed dairy and beef 
breeding are not usually satisfac¬ 
tory. Often these calves look at¬ 
tractive while they are sfill with 
their mother, but the longer they 
are on feed the less desirable they 
usually become. <
